Two Indicted for Theft 

On May 5, 2014 the Owsley County Grand 
Jury indicted Curtis Roberts, 28 of Booneville, KY 
and Travis Wayne Roberts, 25, of Booneville, KY for 
Theft by Unlawful Taking or Disp all Others over $500 
a Class D Felony; Criminal Mischief, I s * Degree a 
Class D Felony. Curtis Roberts received an additional 
indictment - I s * Degree Persistent Felony Offender 
because he has previously been convicted of two prior 
felony offenses. 

Curtis was indicted by the grand jury on 
March 7, 2011 for Burglary, 3 r< ^; Theft by Unlawful 
Taking and Persistent Felony Offender, 2 nc l He pled 
guilty to the Burglary and TBUT; but the Persistent 
Felony Offender, 2™ was dismissed. On February 7, 
2014 Curtis was again indicted by the grand jury for 
Receiving Stolen Property; and Persistent Felony, 2 nc * 
Degree. This case is still ongoing in Owsley Court. 

Travis was indicted in 2012 with Receiving 
Stolen Property and it was later amended to a 
misdemeanor; on February 7, 2014, Travis was 
again indicted by the grand jury for Receiving Stolen 
Property; and Persistent Felony, 2 n ^ Degree. This 
case is still ongoing in Owsley Court.

The magistrates and I have worked continuously during the past several years with the offices of the 
governor and the Kentucky Department of Transportation to bring this road to Booneville and finally, we can see the light at the end of the tunnel. If 
elected for four more years, I hope to see this project through to completion.

Granted it can be hard 
work especially the longer it 
has been left unattended. It 
takes one person to spearhead 
the effort or one who can do it 
by himself if need be. Point is 
what does it take: one man or 
woman with friends, a call for 
help to do a cemetery in a day 
or two. Those of you who live 
away from Owsley County 
and say it is too far to come 
to help, you can open your 
checkbook and send some 
money to a trusted friend to 
pay a local person to do your 
part. We owe a debt to our 
loved ones who have passed 


on and keeping up their burial 
place is one of those debts. 
I am not asking you to reset 
stones—leave them where they 
lay and clean around them. 
Do not move or remove rocks 
, because they may represent a 
grave—just let them lay where 
they are and clean around 
them. 

Start a group to 
volunteer once a year to clean 
one, two, or more cemeteries 
a year. Name a leader of the 
group and set an annual date to 
clean. In the old days people 
got together and cleaned off 
cemeteries and usually had a 
“meeting on the hill” once a 
year. By having a group that 
is named and has an agenda 
with a date, many of our 
young people could get in on 
these workings. It would be a 
beautiful opportunity to teach 
respect of our ancestors to our 
children and grandchildren. 
Let the young people know 
why cleaning cemeteries is 
important to you and to them. 
The old ways can live on 
even in our fast paced society. 


Just a few hours out of a year 
can make a difference! The 
history you save just may be 
the information your great¬ 
grandchild may one day be 
searching for.

Housing is an outgrowth of 
the Owsley County Action 
Team, a grassroots organi¬ 
zation formed to improve 
the lives of the residents in 
one of the poorest counties 
in the nation. U.S. Cen¬ 
sus statistics list the Ow¬ 
sley County poverty rate 
as 36.4%, which is almost 
twice the Kentucky average 
of 18.6%. 

Hudson’s office 
is located in the Action 
Team building in down¬ 
town Booneville. Her desk 
is stacked with folders that 
hold the qualifying paper¬ 
work and details of new 
home construction and oth¬ 
er projects. Home construc¬ 
tion is only one facet of the 
organization’s impact on 
Owsley County.

suspended of her substitute 
teaching duties within 
the district until the court 
proceedings have taken 
their course”, stated Dr.

Under Hudson’s 
leadership, the agency 
completed the rigorous 
qualification process to be¬ 
come a Community Hous¬ 
ing Development Organi¬ 
zation (CHODA). Prior to 
qualifying as a CHODA 
agency, Partnership could 
only obtain financing for 
one home at a time. 

Partnership Hous¬ 
ing homes are scattered 
throughout the county, but 
about half of them can be 
found in the Maplelick 
Subdivision, which was 
developed by the agency. 
A gently-winding gravel 
road leads to tidy vinyl- 
clad houses dotting a roll¬ 


ing hillside. 

A building inspec¬ 
tor makes his way through 
a newly constructed home 
as Hudson points out the 
compact fluorescent light¬ 
ing and other energy ef¬ 
ficiency features that keep 
the home’s electric bills 
low. A recent winter elec¬ 
tric bill for a nearby home 
was $125 and electric bills 
for the same house have 
been as low as $40 a month. 

The agency’s work, 
however, isn’t limited to 
new home construction. 
Partnership also upgrades 
qualifying existing homes, 
and has completed 51 reno¬ 
vations and repairs since 


2012. 

The energy savings 
on an existing home can be 
substantial. “We had one re¬ 
hab,” Hudson recalls, “and 
their electric bill was usu¬ 
ally $300 this time of year. 
After our work, their last 
bill was under $95.” 

When asked to sum 
up what Partnership Hous¬ 
ing does in Owsley County, 
Hudson replies, “I like to 
say our mission is this - to 
increase the amount of safe, 
affordable and energy ef¬ 
ficient homes in Owsley 
County.” 

For a growing list 
of Owsley homeowners, it’s 
mission accomplished.
